N the Calendar year 1936 the value of 
I exports of merchandise registered a 
higher total than ever attained previously. 
The value of imports also increased but did 
not attain the figure for 1929, the last 
pre-depression year. In 1937 exports con- 
tinued to expand in value at the same rate 
as in the previous year but the increase in 
imports was still more rapid. Detailed 
information is given on the industrial 
expansion. 


The chapter on external trade brings out 
the predominance of the United Kingdom 
both as a market for New Zealand produce 
and as a supplier of the Dominion’s re- 
quirements. The United Kingdom share 
of the import trade in 1936 at 50.03 per 
cent. shows only a slight diminution on 
the previous year. In this connection the 
author points out that the continued 
expansion of manufacturing industries 
presents an opening to United Kingdom 
manufacturers for the supply of industrial 
machinery.

RETAIL TRADE IN NOVEMBER 


COMPARISON OF 1937 WITH 1936 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 828 a table showing the relation of sales in 
November 1937 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1936. Index numbers} showing the relation of certain 
sales in November 1937 to average daily sales in 1933 
are given in a further table. 


Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of November 1937 with those of the same date 
in 1936. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the co-operative societies in particular at 
present report sales only.

Chamber of Trade of Great Britain and Ireland, the London

COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 


Metnop or Apsgustina Non-CoMpARABLE F1GuRES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety$ of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1936 and 1937 comparable when combined 
in the district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which 
selling took place in their shops during the period to 
which their figures relate. On each return, therefore, 
the 1936 sales are corrected where necessary by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
1937, so far as length of period is concerned. Correc- 
tions for differences in length of period in the two 
months under review were fairly numerous, as the

number of selling days in the calendar month was one 
day fewer in 1937 than in 1936. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or 
departments which have been established for a year at 
least and which were therefore actually in operation 
in the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing as 
a general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns. Once the 
new branch or department can report its own sales 
not only for the month in the current year but also 
for the same month a year earlier, the percentage move- 
ments recorded should not be seriously affected, but 
as the first comparisons will be with a period of 
expanding sales the published statistics will have a 
favourable bias. 


A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the smaller indivi- 
dual retailer. 


SALES 


CoMPARISON WITH 12 Montus EARLIER 


November.—The money value of daily sales reported 
for November was 7:1 per cent. higher in 1937 than in 
1986. The rise was greater than that for October, 4:4 
per cent., but not as large as the average rise in the 
10 months of the trading year to date. As in the 
previous four months the Midlands and South Wales 
showed the greatest advance (10:4 per cent.). There 
was a decrease of 1:0 per cent. in Central and West 
End London; this area has compared unfavourably 
with other districts during most months of this year. 
The figures for the remaining districts of England 
and Wales were all above the average for Great Britain 
as a whole and the Scottish percentage was only 0:1 
below that figure. 


Sales of food and perishables, forming approximately 
53 per cent. of the total value reported for November 
1937, were higher by 9°0 per cent. The difference 
between 1937 and 1936 sales in this division has 
altered very little since July, the percentage increases 
for August, September and October amounting to 8:3, 
88 and 8-9, respectively. The November improve- 
ment, which was common to all districts except 
Central and West End London, varied from 8:3 per 
cent. in Scotland and also in the North-West, to 10:7 
per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales. The fall 
in the Central and West End area, where the sample 
differs in some respects from those available for other 
parts of the country, amounted to 44 per cent. 


Sales of other merchandise also increased (5:0 per 
cent.) in November after a small decline in October. 
A year ago the rise in this division was larger than 
that in food and perishables. Sales in November 1937 
advanced in all districts except Central and West End 
London, where a decrease of 0°5 per cent. was recorded. 
Expansion was greatest (9°9 per cent.) in the Midlands 
and South Wales. Among the main categories included 
in this division of merchandise, women’s wear showed 
most improvement, 8:1 per cent., closely followed by 
men’s and boys’ wear (7°8 per cent.). Sales declined, 
however, in two main categories—sports and travel 
(87 per cent.) and furnishing departments (0-9 per 
cent.). There was some gain last month in both 
sections of piece-goods in the country as a whole;

neither Scotland nor Central and West End London 
shared in this improvement. 


February-November.—Total sales for the ten months 
February-November exceeded those for the correspond- 
ing period of 1936 by 76 per cent. Sales were in 
advance of the 1936 figure in all seven districts, the 
rise being most marked in the Midlands and South 
Wales, 10-0 per cent., and least evident in Central and 
West End London, 3:1 per cent. Food and perishables 
increased by a larger percentage (9°2) than did other 
merchandise (5°8). Sports and travel was the only 
main category in the latter division to show a decline 
(2:1 per cent.), while the largest increase was in boots 
and shoes (8-9 per cent.).

The figure of total sales rose from 127 in October to 
131 in November. The corresponding rise in 1936 
amounted to only two points. The movement was 
much more pronounced in Suburban London, where 
the October and November indexes were respectively 
128 and 143, than in any of the other three districts for 
which these figures are calculated. 


The index for food and perishables advanced by four 
points to 134 in November. The November figure for 
this division was highest for Suburban London and 
lowest in the Central and West End area. 


The monthly increase in sales of other merchandise 
amounted to six points, bringing the November figure 
to 128; this rise is partly seasonal. Sales in Suburban 
London were on a noticeably higher level, as compared 
with 1933, than those in other districts, Scotland 
holding the least favourable position. 


STOCKS 


The total value of stocks at the end of November 
was 5°6 per cent. larger in 1937 than in 1936. Increases 
were recorded for all seven districts and for each main 
category of merchandise. The higher level of stocks 
was most marked in the North-East, 7-4 per cent., 
and least in the South of England, 4:3 per cent. Stocks 
of food and perishables were higher by 1°5 per cent. 
only, a much smaller increase over the figure for a year 
earlier than was recorded at the end of October. For 
other merchandise an expansion of 5°9 per cent. was 
shown. The rise was as much as 12'9 per cent. in mis- 
cellaneous and unallocated goods, a category, however, 
which is too heterogeneous in composition to show 
significant movements. The figures for hardware 
(11:1 per cent.), fancy departments (11-0 per cent.) and 
sports and travel (9°9 per cent.) were also well above 
those reported a year ago. 3 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed 
in those retail shops for which this information is 
furnished was 3:1 per cent. greater at the end of 
November 1937 than a year earlier. ‘The only decline 
was in Suburban London, 1°5 per cent., while the 
increase was greatest in North-East England, 4:7 per 
cent. Selling staffs (reported by fewer contributors) 
increased by the same percentage, 3:1 per cent., as 
total staffs. The number of these employees rose by 
as much as 6:0 per cent. in the North-East but 
diminished by 0:4 per cent. in Suburban London. The 
expansion in the number of juveniles employed, how- 
ever, was more than twice as much as that for total 
staffs and amounted to 7:4 per cent.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS, SEPTEMBER 
—OCTOBER 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of September 
and the four weeks ended 2 October 1937 show that the total 
number of passenger journeys (excluding season ticket 
holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in Great 
Britain in the month of September was 110,969,746, an 
increase compared with September 1936 of 2,763,156, or 
2-6 per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced 
fares rose by 1,931,407 and those at standard or ordinary 
fares by 831,749. The receipts from passengers (excluding 
season ticket holders) showed an increase of £169,447, or 
3-4 per cent. If the railway undertakings of the London 
Passenger Transport Board be omitted, the figures show an 
increase in journeys of 1,924,281, or 2-6 per cent., and a 
rise in receipts of £157,422, or 3-5 per cent. For all com- 
panies the receipts from passenger train traffic (including 
season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but 
excluding mails and parcel post) were £234,924 more than 
in September 1936. In the four weeks ended 2 October the 
coaching train miles showed an increase of 509,674, or 2:1 
per cent., as compared with the four weeks ended 3 October 
1936. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 2 October was 
23,549,032, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1936 of 2,254,041 tons, or 10-6 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £7,427,373, an increase 
of £421,034, or 6-0 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 380,837 more than in the corresponding period of 1936, 
an increase of 3-6 per cent. The average train load rose 
from 125 to 131% tons and the net ton miles per engine hour 
from 4601 to 4753. In addition to the usual information the 
volume contains particulars of marshalling yard statistics 
for the four weeks ended 2 October 1937.

AUSTRALIA 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, JULY—SEPTEMBER 

According to a Report on the oversea trade of Australia 
recently issued by the Government Statistician, Canberra, 
imports of merchandise for the first three months of the 
trade year 1937-38 (July-September) were valued at 
£stg.27,261,000, as compared with £stg.22,803,000 for the 
first three months of 1936-37, an increase of £stg.4,458,000, 
or 196 per cent. Exports of merchandise were valued at 
£stg.23,405,000, as against £stg.17,469,000, an advance of 
£stz.5,936,000, or 34 per cent. The following tables give 
particulars of the value of the principal trading commodi-

CANADA 
APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples to various United Kingdom 
ports between 9 and 15 December :—3,290 barrels, 80 half- 
barrels, 121,530 boxes, 990 cartons, 30 packages and 2% 
hampers. 


Apple exports during the current shipping season down 
to 3 December totalled 864,591 barrels, 50,196 half-barrels 
and 1,515,329 boxes, as compared with 478,019 barrels, 37,026 
half-barrels and 1,160,275 boxes during the corresponding 
period last season. 


MALTA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER 


(From the Imperial Trade Correspondent) 


VALETTA 
According to the Malta Customs and Trade Returns for 
the three months ended 30 September the value of imports 
rose to £969,626, as against £909,128 in the September 
quarter 1936, while exports totalled £148,992, as against 
£158,965 at the end of September 1936. 


Imports of food, drink and tobacco were valued at 
£381,493, as against £335,154; the value of raw materials 
imported was £116,892, as against £136,538; manufactured 
articles imported amounted to £327,819, as compared to 
£317,393; and miscellaneous imports rose to £143,397, as 
against £105,271 in the corresponding period of last year. 

Exports to home countries were valued at £39,820, as 
against £22,116 in the September quarter of last year, while 
exports to foreign countries dropped to £109,172 from 
£136,849 in the corresponding period of 1936. 


Revenue derived from imports during the quarter under 
review amounted to £144,626, of which the Empire Preferen- 
tial Tariff contributed £39,522. 


SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

The general business activity in the Union shows a 
seasonal increase. The volume of Christmas shopping is 
now expected to be satisfactory as the position and prospects 
of the farming community have improved as a result of wide- 
spread rains and slightly firmer values for wool and other 
produce. The value of building plans passed in the Union 
for the twelve months ended September amounted to 
£22,969,000, compared with £19,600,000 for the correspond- 
ing period of 1935-36. The condition and outlook of the 
building and allied trades at the larger centres remain 
favourable. 


Gotp Ovurput: Ramway Earnines 


The Transvaal output of gold in November (26 working 
days) amounted to 978,271 fine ozs., with a value, including 
the premium on the basis of £7 per fine oz., of £6,847,897, 
compared with 944,783 fine ozs., with a value, on the basis 
of £7 2s. per fine oz., of £6,707,959 for November 1936 (25 
working days). The average daily output decreased slightly 
to 37,626 fine ozs. The number of natives employed was 
285,910, representing a decrease of 3,340 compared with the 
previous month’s figures. 

Railway earnings from 7 November to 11 December 


totalled £3,399,113, or £349,113 above the Budget estimate. 
Total earnings for the period 1 April to 11 December were 
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£23,695,324, or about £1,475,000 above the estimate, com- 
pared with £22,391,070 for the corresponding period the 
previous year. Reports of passenger bookings indicate that 
the holiday traffic returns will compare favourably with 
those recorded in 1936. 


MaizE AND WHEAT 


Owing to the drought in recent months and the resultant 
possibility of a shortage of supplies for domestic require- 
ments, exports of maize after 15 December have been pro- 
hibited. Exports to that date are reported to be about 
10,500,000 bags, which is about the same as the exportable 
surplus originally forecast by the Maize Control Board. 
Market conditions are quiet and rather uncertain. The 
latest estimate of the wheat crop, based on conditions pre- 
vailing towards the end of November, is 2,917,000 bags, 
compared with 3,260,000 bags for the previous forecast. 
The decrease is attributable to the drought. 


Woot, Hines, etc. 


Union wool markets are slightly firmer owing to keener 
competition. Super combings and good average top-making 
wools are firm, with an upward tendency. 

Hides are meeting with better enquiries from oversea, 
and merino skins are firmer in sympathy with the rise in 
wool quotations. Cape skins and coarse skins are firm. The 
fulfilment of forward contracts in goatskins has resulted 
in a weaker market and all descriptions have declined ten 
to fifteen per cent. 

Ostrich duster feathers are in demand, but other types 
are unchanged. 

Wattlebark and extract arg quiet. 

The wholesale soft goods trade is steady, but retail turn- 
overs are slightly better. _The condition of secondary 
industries is unchanged. 


WOOL AND MOHAIR MOVEMENTS, JULY— 
NOVEMBER

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN OCTOBER 


United States exports continued to increase during 
October and reached the highest value for any month since 
March 1930, states the Division of Foreign Trade Statistics, 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington. 
The value, 333,136,000 dollars, was 12 per cent. greater in 
October than in September 1937 and 26 per cent. larger than 
in October 1936. 

Imports, valued at 224,391,000 dols., were 4 per cent. 
below the preceding month’s total, but 6 per cent. larger 
than in October 1936. On a quantity basis imports for both 
September and October were smaller than in the correspond- 
ing month of 1936. 

‘The unit value of total exports and of total imports 
remained higher in Qctober 1937 than in October 1936, 
although prices of many of the commodities have declined 
in recent months. 

Exports, including re-exports, amounted to 333,136,000 
dols., as compared with 296,713,000 dols. in September 1937 
and 264,949,000 dols. in October 1936. 

General] imports (goods entered for storage in bonded ware- 
houses, plus goods which entered merchandising channels 
immediately upon arrival in the country) amounted to 
224,391,000 dols, as against 233,362,000 dols. in September 
1937 and 212,692,000 dols. in October 1936. 

Imports for consumption (goods which entered mer- 
chandising or consumption channels immediately upon 
arrival in the country, plus withdrawals from warehouse 
for consumption) amounted to 226,505,000 dols., as com- 
pared with 234,077,000 dols. in September 1937 and 
213,419,000 dols. in October 1936. 


There was a net balance of merchandise exports of 
108,745,000 dols. in October. For the first nine months of 
1937 the net balance of merchandise imports was nearly 
50 million dols. Including the October figures there was a

shift to a net export balance amounting to 60,443,000 dols, 
for the ten months’ period. This compares with a net export 
balance of 18,783,000 dols. in the first ten months of 1936, 


CHANGES IN Exports AND Imports 


Exports of many articles showed some increase in quan. 
tity and value during October. As a result of the large 
crops this year exports of wheat, apples and dried fruit 
increased considerably, and cotton exports were also larger 
in October than in September. [ 

Exports of passenger automobiles, which had recently 
declined during the change-over to 1938 models, increased 
substantially during October. However, motor truck ex. 
ports were smaller than in any previous month of this 
year. Exports of industrial machinery reached the greatest 
volume for any month since May 1930, and exports of iron 
and steel manufactures were somewhat larger than in 
September, although slightly under the heavy amounts re. 
corded for several other recent months. A few exports, par- 
ticularly leaf tobacco, motor fuel, crude petroleum, wood 
pulp and naval stores, were smaller in value in October 
than in September. 

In comparison with the corresponding month a year ago, 
the major part of the export increase in October was due 
to larger shipments of manufactured articles. Exports of 
metals and manufactures were nearly twice as large in 
value, and exports of machinery, including vehicles, and of 
petroleum products, approximately one-half larger in 
October 1937. 

The value of exports of raw cotton was smaller in October 
1937 than a year earlier. This decline resulted, in part, 
from the lower price of cotton this year and the marked 
reduction in shipments to Japan. 

The decline in the total value of imports during October 
reflected to a considerable extent a reduction in imports of 
competitive agricultural products. Because of the 1936 
drought these were relatively large in the first half of this 
year. With the more satisfactcry crops in 1937 the need 
for such imports has decreased. After reaching a value of 
45 million dols. in June imports of competitive agricultural 
commodities decreased in each succeeding month and in 
October were valued at less than 19 million dols. Particu- 
larly marked decreases have been shown for imports of corn 
and vegetable oils. 

Imports of many other commodities also declined during 
October. Cocoa imports were barely half as large as the 
monthly average quantity imported during the first nine 
months of this year. Imports of precious stones were 
smaller in value than in any previous month of 1937, and 
the same was true of burlaps. Hides and skins, crude 
rubber and raw wool were cther leading commodities im- 
ported in smaller value in October than in September. 

A few imports, particularly cheese, vegetables, certain 
fruits, nuts, alcoholic spirits and wines, showed, as usual, 
a seasonal expansion in October. 

In comparison with a year ago, the higher value of total 
imports in October was due, mainly, to larger receipts of 
crude rubber, paper and paper materials, and non-ferrous 
netals, at the higher prices of this year. Imports of grains 
were substantially smaller than a year ago. 


URUGUAY 
WOOL EXPORTS IN NOVEMBER 
(From the British Consul) 
MonTEVIDEO 

Exports of wool for November 1937, the figures for the 
second month of the 1937-38 export season, were as follows: 
To Germany, 1,221 bales; United Kingdom, 832 bales ; Italy, 
31 bales; Poland, 31 bales; France, 16 bales; Holland, 8 
bales; and Belgium, 3 bales; making a total of 2,142 bales. 

Exports for the period 1 October to 30 November 1937, the 
first two months of the 1937-38 export season, reached a 
total of 2,539 bales. Chief destinations were: Germany, 
1,544 bales; the United Kingdom, 847 bales; Italy, 60 bales; 
Poland, 31 bales; Belgium, 27 bales; France, 22 bales; and 
Holland, 8 bales. 

The decrease as compared with the previous season 
amounted to 8,877 bales. 

The following are the variations by countries for the 
second month of the present season as compared with the 
previous season: Germany, + 165 bales; Poland, + 31 bales: 
Sweden, — 206 bales; France, — 234 bales; Holland, — 357 
bales; Italy, — 462 bales; Japan, — 794 bales; Belgium, 
— 1,103 bales; the United Kingdom, — 2,088 bales; and the 
United States, — 3,829 bales. 
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YUGOSLAVIA 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—OCTOBER 


The Commercial Secretary to the British Legation at 
Belgrade reports that exports in October last amounted in 
value to 558-7 million dinars, as against 468-5 million 
dinars in October 1936, an increase of 90-2 million 
dinars, or 19-24 per cent., while for the first ten months of 
1937 exports totalled 5,110-5 million dinars, as against 
3,306-4 million dinars during the same period in 1936. 
There was, therefore, an increase in value this year of 
1,804-1 million dinars, or 54-56 per cent. 

Imports in October amounted to 482-9 million dinars, as 
against 345-8 million dinars in October 1936, an increase of 
137-1 million dinars, or 39-64 per cent., while the total 
value of imports for the first ten months of the year was 
4,265-2 million dinars, as against 3,286-6 million dinars for 
the same period in 1936, an increase of 978-6 million dinars, 
or 29:77 per cent. 

There was, therefore, a favourable trade balance for 
October of 75:8 million dinars, as against a favourable 
balance of 122-7 million dinars in October 1936. 

The trade balance for the first ten months of this year 
was favourable to the extent of 845°3 million dinars, and is 
therefore forty-two times greater than the small favourable 
balance of 19-8 million dinars during the same period of 
1936. Exports exceeded imports to the extent of 19-77 per 
cent. in the first ten months of 1937, whereas in 1936 exports 
exceeded imports only by 0:06 per cent.

GREECE 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: AMENDMENTS TO 
QUOTA LISTS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has reported the transfer of enamelled goods for domestic 
use only (ex Tariff No. 100 of the Greek Customs Tariff) 
from List B (goods which may be imported in full ex- 
change for Greek products, in partial exchange from 
countries with which Greece has a partial exchange agree- 
ment, or freely from countries with which Greece has an 
active balance of trade) to List F (goods subject to quantita- 
tive limitation or limited to a certain value in foreign 
exchange), the half-yearly importable quota being fixed 
at 30,000 kilogrammes. 


LATVIA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Representative at Riga reports that a new import 
and export Customs tariff will come into force on 1 January 
1938. 

Tho rates in the new Customs tariff have been left almost 
unchanged except for a slight reduction in respect of medi- 
cinal products. The general regulations provide that no 
duty is to be levied on travellers’ etiects, if the total assess- 
ment does not exceed 30 lats (previously 15 lats). 

The new export tariff will also come into operation on 
1 January 1938. The rates of duty remain practically 
unchanged except for untanned hides and waste of un- 
tanned hides, which may be exported free of duty. Rags 
have been reclassified, a distinction being made between 
higher quality flax rags and those of lower quality. The 
duty on flax rags will remain 10 sant. per kilo, but other 
rags will be assessed with a reduced duty of 3 sant. per kilo. 


MANCHURIA 
EXCHANGE CONTROL LAW 


As stated in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’? (page 808), particulars of the Manchurian Ex- 
change Control Law were published in the issue of 16 Janu- 
ary 1936 (page 116) and of Regulations under the Law in 
the issue of 5 March 1936 (page 364). Translations of 
Imperial Ordinance amending the Exchange Control Law 
and Orders Nos. 23 and 25 of the Manchurian Ministry of 
Economics made under the Law have been received, and a 
summary of them is now given. The Ordinance and the 
Orders were promulgated on 8 October 1937 and came into 
force on that date. Complete translations may be seen by 
persons interested at the me ent of Overseas Trade, 35, 
Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. (Reference No. 26461 / 37 
should be quoted.) 


THE IMPERIAL ORDINANCE 


The Imperial Ordinance provides in Article 1 that the 
Exchange Control Law shall be amended as follows :— 


Article 1. The Government may, as determined by Order, 
prohibit or limit any of the following transactions or 
actions :— 

(1) the acquisition or disposal of foreign currency or 
exchange. 

(2) the export of currency, or the export or transportation 
of gold bullion, gold alloys, articles of which gold 
is the chief component, or silver bullion. 

(3) any procedure with regard to foreign exchange not 
included in preceding two clauses, 

(4) payments made within the country on account of com- 
mitments entered into abroad. 

(5) the fixing of the rates of foreign exchange. 

(6) the acquisition or disposal of securities, credit rights or 
debt obligations indicated in terms of oreign 
currency. 

(7) the acquisition or disposal of credit rights or debt 
obligations indicated in terms of national currency in 

respect of persons living abroad. 
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(8) the issue or acquisition of letters of credit. 

(9) the giving of credit facilities in respect of persons 
living abroad. 

(10) the export or import of securities. 

(11) the export or import of goods in respect of the whole 
or a part of the value of which no foreign bill of 
exchange has been drawn. 

(12) the acquisition or disposal of property abroad not 
falling within the categories of (1), (6) or (7). 

Articles 2 to 6 deal with minor amendments to the Law. 


OsjsEcTS OF THE ORDERS 


Order No. 23 of the Ministry of Economics contains 
thirty-three Articles and Order No. 25 fourteen Articles. 
They are designed to prevent the outflow of capital in all 
forms, to restrict imports and to ensure that the proceeds 
of exports are remitted to this country. Except for a pre- 
liminary provision restating the prohibition of export of 
gold bullion, the regulations are expressly declared not to 
apply to transactions with Japan. 


TRANSACTIONS AFFECTING ImMPorTS AND Exports or Goops 


All foreign exchange transactions in settlement of im- 
ports, unless from Japan, are made subject to the permis- 
sion of the Minister of Economics when the value exceeds 
1,000 Manchurian yen in any one month, Permission is also 
required for importation of goods in respect of which no 
foreign bill of exchange has been drawn, within the same 
limit of value and with certain exceptions. These restrictions 
apply to all goods shipped from abroad later than one week 
after the date of enforcement. 

All foreign exchange transactions affecting the exporta- 
tion of goods from Manchuria, unless to Japan, must be 
reported to the Minister of Economics, and when exports 
are made without drawing foreign bills of exchange his 
permission is required, except in certain cases, including 
that “4 which the value does not exceed 1,000 M. yen in one 
month. 


Imprort AND Export oF SECURITIES 


The import and export of securities without permission is 
prohibited. When a foreign security held in Manchuria 
matures it must be sold inside Manchuria, and payment on 
such a security held outside Manchuria or on dividends 
thereon must be received in Manchuria within three months 
if the amount exceeds 1,000 M. yen. Holders of foreign 
securities or of assets in foreign currencies residing in 
Manchuria, or who may acquire a residence here are 
required to make a report to the Minister of Economics. 


Transactions Exceepine 1,000 M. Yen 


Under Article 27 of Order No. 23, persons are required 
to make a monthly report to the Minister of Economics on 
financial transactions if the sum involved in any one such 
transaction exceeds 1,000 M. yen. It would appear, from 
the terms of this and the following article, that these con- 
ditions are designed to apply to such transactions even 
when performed abroad by residents in Manchuria. 

Article 4 (6) of Order No. 23 restricts the amount which 
may be remitteti without the permission of the Minister of 
Economics for the maintenance of dependants abroad of 
residents in Manchuria to 1,000 M. yen per annum. 


: MEXICO 


DUTIES INCREASED ON CERTAIN OILS, FATS 
AND SEEDS 


H.M. Consul-General at Mexico City has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree, published in the Mexican ‘ Diario 
Oficial ’’ of 24 November and effective from 27 November, 
which increases the Customs duties on certain animal and 
vegetable oils and fats; compound lard; and oleaginous 
seeds.

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. } 
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
